Women Held For Killing Erb. 


"I shot Captain Erb. 
I am sorry, 
but I could not help it. 
He pointed a 
revolver at me. 
Suddenly I had the 
strength of seven women. 
I took the 
revolver from him and pressed 
the 
trigger. 
It kept on shooting. 
I could 
not stop it." 
• This is the story of Mrs, Catharine 
Beisel, of 162 South Fifteenth street. 
Philadelphia, as retold on the witness 
stand by Detective Richard Doyle, of 
the Philadelphia police department, in 
the combined alderman's hearing and 
coroner's inquest to fix the responsi- 
bility for the murder of Captain J. 
Clayton Erb, national guardsman and 
politician, who was shot to death at 
his country home. Red Gables, near 
Media, Delaware county, Pa. 


The coroner's jury promptly found 
the following verdict; 


"We find that J. Clayton Erb's death 
was due to internal hemorrhages, the 
result of gunshot wounds inflicted by 
Mrs. Catharine Beisel." 
' Magistrate Robert Smith immediate- 
ly held Mrs. Beisol and Mrs. Clayton 
Erb for trial without bail. 
District 
Attorney 
McDade argued 
that 
Mrs. 
Erb had been proved to be an acces- 
sory to the killing. 


The commonwealth made it plain 
that it will proceed on the 'heory that 
Mrs. Erb. after dining in her own room 
with her sister, Mrs. Beisel. to whom 
Erb had canceled the hospitality of 
his house, had gone secretly to the 
Village Green inn after her husband 
had arrived home from Philadelphia, 
that she and her sister had drunk por- 
ter In the inn and had made an agree- 
ment that she would telephone to Mrs, 
Beisel if there would be trouble in 
Red Gables, the Erb home. 


She said she and her husband had 
exchanged bitter words and that she 
had telephoned her bister, that she 
had battered at her husband's door, 
the 'woodwork 
showing evidence of 
this action; 
that 
Captain Erb had 
come from his room and that his wife 
had thrown ^ glass or vase at him, 
cutting his scalp to the skull in a 
wound two inches long, from which 
the blood flowed freely. 


Then, she said, Erb was shot, the 
flrst 
bullet breaking his leg, and as 
h# fell the second bullet struck him in 
front just below the collarbone, break- 
ing the first rib, plowing downward 
through the lung, fracturing the spinal 
column and passing through the body 
in the lower part of the back. That six 
shots in all were flred, four of them 
irolna wild. 


Girl Says She Shot Him After 


He Beat and Kicked Her. 


New Brunswick. N. J., Oct. 13.— 
That she was sold for |iOO and forced 
by her father to marry a man she did 
not love, was the statement made by 
seventeen-year-old Julia Madelin. who

Women Held For Killing Erb. 


“I shot Captain Erb. 
I am sorry, 
but I could not help it. He pointed a 
revolver at me. 
Suddenly I had the 
strength of seven women. I took the 
revolver from him and pressed the 
trigger. 
It kept on shooting. 
I could 
not stop it.” 


This is the story of Mrs. Catharine 
Beisel, of 162 South Fifteenth street, 
Philadelphia, as retold on the witness 
stand by Detective Richard Doyle, of 
the Philadelphia police department, in 
the combined alderman’s hearing and 
coroner’s inquest to fix the responsi­ 
bility for the murder of Captain J. 
Clayton Erb, national guardsman and 
politician, who was shot to death at 
his country home, Red Gables, near 
Media, Delaware county, Pa. 


The coroner’s jury promptly found 
the following verdict: 


“We find that J. Clayton Erb’s death 
was due to internal hemorrhages, the 
result of gunshot wounds Inflicted by 
Mrs. Catharine Beisel.” 
‘ Magistrate Robert Smith immediate­ 
ly held Mrs. Beisel and Mrs. Clayton 
Erb for trial without bail 
District 
Attorney McDade argued that Mrs, 
Erb had been proved to be an acces­ 
sory to the killing. 


The commonwealth made it plain 
that it will proceed on the 'heory that 
Mrs. Erb, after dining in her own room 
with her sister, Mrs. Beisel, to whom 
Erb had canceled the hospitality of 
his hoime, had gone secretly to the 
Village Green inn after her husband 
had arrived home from Philadelphia, 
that she and her sister had drunk por­ 
ter in the inn and had made an agree­ 
ment that she would telephone to Mrs. 
Beisel if there would be trouble in 
Red Gables, the Erb home. 


She said she and her husband had 
exchanged bitter words and that she 
had teleijhoned her hister, that she 
had battered at her husband's door, 
the 'woodwork showing evidence of 
this action; 
that Captain Erb had 
come from his room and that his wife 
had thrown a. glass or vase at him, 
cutting his scalp to the skull in a 
wound two inches long, from which 
the blood flowed freely. 


Then, she said, Erb was shot, the 
first bullet breaking his leg, and as 
he fell the second bullet struck him in 
front just below the collarbone, break­ 
ing the first rib, plowing downward 
through the lung, fracturing the spinal 
column and passing through the body 
in the lower part of the back. That six 
shots in all were fired, four of them 
icolne wild. 


Girl Says She Shot Him Atter 
He Beat and Kicked Her. 


New Brunswick, N. J., Oct 13.— 
That she was sold for J100 and forced 
by her father to marry a man she did 
not love, was the statement made by 
seventeen-year-old Julia Madelin, who 
last Saturday shot and killed Tony 
Madelin, to whom she was married 
four months ago. 
The girl said she 
had no regret for her act. 


“I was ill and lying on the bed when 
he came in Saturday night,” said she. 
“He asked n * 
y supper was not 
ready, and I told him I was not well 
enough to get it. Then he ordered me 
to get up and close a window. I said 
I could not, and he struck me. 
He 
beat and kicked me, and then, taking 
out his knife, said he would kill me. I 
ran around him and got the revolver, 
and when he made as If he would stab 
me I killed him.” 


The position of Madelin’s body when 
found by the police indicated that he 
had been deliberately fired upon from 
the back while he sat at the supper 
table. A knife was found on the body.

Fennsylvania school directoi's and teach- 
<rB who hereafter violate tho compulsory 
Wf^hool vaccination law by admitting un- 
voccinftted children to schools will be pun- 
:|hed.by State Health Commissioner Dix-

MAKE YOU« OWN ICE* 


And Do it in Your Own Kitchen When­ 
ever You Want IL 


It Is said th at the use of an oil or 
gas engine on the farm results in a 
saving of from twenty to fifty per 
cent, as compared with horses. 


Tests of reinforced concrete barges 
and pontoons have been conducted by 
the Italian Government since 1S97, 
and the results have been so gratify­ 
ing that several more of the strange 
constructions have been ordered. 


Consul-General William II. Michael, 
writing from Calcutta, says th at a 
young engineer of Dalsing, Serai, In­ 
dia, has invented a machine which 
disposes of tho wood in the stems of 
jute at the rate of 60,000 stem3 per 
day. 


The quantity of sulphuric acid In 
mine water varies according to the 
district and condition of the mine. 
Some mine water has been found to 
contain only a few grains, while the 
water in other workings often con­ 
tains over 100 grains a gallon. 


According to the Engineering Rec- 
ord, a concrete tank at the San An­ 
tonio gas works has been in service 
for three years, holding heavy Texas 
oil without showing * any 
leakage 
whatever, although there is a general 
belief that oil destroys the cohesion 
of concrete. 


The problem of producing icc in 
small quantities quickly and cheaply 
has apparently been 
solved 
by 
a 
French Inventor, who has perfected 
a machine which is cheap, simple of 
operation, practically everlasting and 
thoroughly practical. 


It may be operated by a belt con­ 
nected with a steam engine, by a small 
electric motor or by hand cranks. 
The invention Is a rotative compres­ 
sion and automatic machine, regulat­ 
ing itself to «all speeds, whatever may 
be the temperature of the condens­ 
ing water used. 


•The important feature, 
says 
the 
Technical World, is a cylinder iil 
which the chemicals are sealed—the 
latter not requiring renewal and last­ 
ing as long as the machine itself— 
and which, revolving in water, pro­ 
duces the ice. 
It can also produce 
cold air. 


The machine has no joint piece, no 
pressure gauge, no suction or regulat­ 
ing valve. 
It will * work in water 
reaching even 113 degrees Fahrenheit, 
and saves 9S per cent, cooling water 
and 70 per cent, of motive power as 
compared with any other freezing ma­ 
chine known. 


The Germans have also a new freez­ 
ing device especially adapted to house­ 
hold and field hospital use. It is very 
simple and could be manufactured for 
about one dollar. 
It consists merely 
of a double wall tiii vessel with a 
capacity of five gallons. 
The hollow 
space between the two walls is about 
an inch across. 


By the gradual admission of car­ 
bonic acid into this 
hollow 
space 
through an opening at the bottom, 
and from there to the vessel proper 
through a cross arm tube, it is claimed 
that water may be converted into ice 
in the space of sixty seconds, and 
that meats, fruits and 'beverages, such 
as beer or wine, may be chilled or 
frozen in a few seconds. 
Thfts effect 
is produced by the s::dden great re­ 
duction of temperature caused by the 
rapid expansion of the carbonic acid, 
which is admitted from an ordinary 
carbonic acid reservoir. 


BIRDS KILLED BY HAIL. 


Hundreds of Sparrow« Victim« of ft 
Severe Ohio Storm, 


"A singular feature of the storm of 
last Sunday night on the oast side,*' 
said George Fix of the State House 
force, “was the killing of birds by 
the hailstones. 
The area over which 
the fall of hail was heavy was not 
large but the stones did pelt down in 
a way that threatened to break the 
slate in the roofs, 


"The English sparrows, as every 
one knows, choose thick foliage trees 
as H-heir roosting places, depending 
on the leaves to protect them from 
the rain. 
But the leaves, ro m atter 
how thick, were no protection from 
those heavy hailstones and the spar­ 
row* were killed by the hundreds in 
the vicinity of Miller avenue and Bry- 
den road. 


“In front of the Evangelical Civ ch 


there are a lot of thick covered ma­ 
ples, which have formed a choice 
roosting place for the sparrows this 
summer. 
There they caught it thick 
-and heavy and the slaughter,of the 
birds was fearful. 
Monday morning 
we counted 312 dead sparrows under 
those trees and no doubt many that 
were killed were swept into the sew­ 
er by the storm 
water 
that 
ran 
through the streets. 


“Some suggested electricity as the 
cause, ibut there was no striking by 
lightning in the vicinity and the wires 
of telephone companies do not run 
through those trees. They must have 
been hit by the hailstones, knocked 
into the water and drowned.*’—Co­ 
lumbus Dispatch.

the spot again, preferring to die in 
the burrow.

should last another thousand years, 
bu t E ngland’s supply will begin to 
show exhaustion within fifty years. 
In the United States the production 
has increased from about 6,200,000 
tons in 1891 to nearly 45,000,000 in 
1901. 


Travel on the Lake®. 


It is often said that the palmy 
days of travel by river are over, 
but this remark applies only tempor­ 
arily to certain streams that do not 
at this time afford the necessary con­ 
ditions. Taking the world as a whole, 
there is more journeying by water 
than ever before. 
The figures for 
last year's passenger traffic on the 
lakes show that 7,500,000 passengers 
were carried out of Detroit by boat, 
1.900.000 from Chicago, 530,000 from 
Milwaukee, 
over 
400,000 
each 
from 
Port 
Huron, 
Grand 
Hav­ 
en, 
and 
Marquette, 
with small­ 
er 
ports 
getting 
a 
proportionate 
share. 
One feature to be noted is 
the exceptional safety of lake travel. 
Not a life was lost among the 7,- 
500.000 persons who left Detroit by 
boat, and passenger casualties were 
few anywhere on tho lakes. 
The ves­ 
sels have increased in size until they 
are almost in the class of ocean 
liners. 
They offer roomy berths, cab­ 
ins, and promenade decks, with good 
fare on various plans,* and the pub 
lie comfort and enjoyment are care­ 
fully studied. 
Between some of the 
chief lake cities excursion steamers 
of the largest size run daily during 
the heated period as a means of re­ 
freshment to the crowded population, 
keeping in motion on the water as 
long a time as possible.—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

“A large portion of the population 
of Ellis County is made up of Rus­ 
sians who have no working knowledge 
of our banking system or disposl 
tion to learn anything about it/* said 
a Hayes City, (Kan.) banker, 


“They do their own banking. Their 
strong box consists of a tin can or 
an old boot and their safety deposit 
vault is a hole under the barn 01 
in the cellar." When they want to buy 
something they pay the cash for it. 
When they sell something they 
de­ 
mand the cash, and hide it. 


“It is a conservative estimate to 
say that more than half of the act­ 
ual cash of this country is hidden/* 
he continued. “Our deposits 
come 
chiefly from the Americans. 
Compar­ 
atively few of the Russians do any 
banking business. 
We have conduct­ 
ed a campaign among them for years, 
and some c«f the younger element are 
beginning to patronize us. 
But the 
old timers are still holding off and 
probably will continue to do so for 
the rest of their lives.” 


Perhaps 70 per cent, of the people 
of Ellis County are Russians. More 
strictly speaking, they are 
German- 
Russians. 
Originally they »went from 
Germany to Russia, and later came 
•here. 
Thr?y are a sturdy, honest pee* 
pie, industrious, very religious, and 
great money »savers. 
As debt payers 
they are celebrated. They never hide 
/behind the Statute of Limitation.

a Russian buys a horse or a farm 
ho is just as sure to pay for it as 
he lives. 
Mortgages are only used 
as protection in case of death. 


Ninety :per cent, of the 
Russians 
own their own farms, and they work 
them to the very limit.

It was thirty-two years ago that, 
the first Russian colony settled in 
Ellis County. 
Since then they have 
multiplied like guinea pigs. 
It is es­ 
timated that the average family con­ 
tains eleven members. 
And «from 
time to time, as the older settlers 
get in financial shape, they send word 
back to Russia for 
relatives 
and 
friends and the colony keeps increas­ 
ing right along. 


More than twenty 
families 
have 
been brought over this year. 
Money 
is advanced to pay the expenses of 
the immigrant and his family to this 
country. 
He is compelled to repay 
his benejaotor in work. 
When this

One secret of the money making 
ability of the Russians Is that they 
raise enough children to do the work.

•So thoroughly deceptive is dynamite 
in the making that you are apt to be 
disappointed on viewing the surface 
of things. 
tYou could more readily 
fancy thunderbolts leaping and crash­ 
ing from tender blue skies than that 
the most fearful iforces in creation 
are hidden under such a peaceful ex­ 
terior. 
Nitroglycerine, a cupful 
of 
which 
would 
distribute 
you 
over 
square miles of landscape, is diligent­ 
ly mixing around you in hundreds 
and thousands of gallons. 
It is mak­ 
ing itself in big iron retorts, cascading 
down leaden gutters 
and 
merrily 
tumbling in minute Niagaras Into im 
mense vats, where the deliquescent 
yellow peril »pursues its journey pow 
derward. 
Out of one receptacle It 
fares furiously through special lead 
coils, driven only by cooling blasts 
of air, and is Jlrawn off like draught 
ale and piped onto the next perfect­ 
ing stage. 
Gaze with the nitroglycer­ 
ine expert into one of those big cal­ 
drons. 
The Interior is .brilliantly il­ 
luminated by electricity, the only II

Around you are other houses, at

gelatine in which more natural forces 
are condensed to the cubic inch than 
exist anywhere else in creation.

ITS OWN BORSES 


AND MULES. 
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The following telegraph dispatch 
from Washington we find in the daily 
papers; 


“Officials at the W ar Department 
today informed 
Senator 
Curtis 
of 
Kansas that they proposed to estab­ 
lish at least three remount stations 
in the West for the breeding of army 
horses and mules. 
The department 
has had much diffioulty in securing 
good horses and 
mules 
especially 
adapted for army purposes. 
One sta­ 
tion will he established

Thé others will be

in 
Texas, near Fort Worth, and in Mon- 1 
tana. 
'Senator Curtis 
recommended 
tuat the station near Kansas City be 
established at Fort Riley.” 


This is the first intimation we have 
had that such a scheme was on foot.

California 
Cactus 
Which 
Blows 
Around the Desert for Months. 


iCurious among vegetable growths 
and one which is seldom seen of men 
is the rootless cactus of the California 
desert, says the Technical 
World. 
This plant, a round, compact growth, 
rolls about the level floor of the desert 
for some eight or nine months of the 
year, tossed hither and <yon by the 
winds which blow »with fierceness over 
all the California’s sand plat during 
those, months. 


At the coming of the rains, or rath­ 
er the cloudbursts, which sweep the 
desert in its springtime, this cactus 
takes root wherever it happens to 
have been dropped by the last wind 
of which it was the plaything and 
immediately begins to put out 
all 
around its small shoots, which in turn 
become cacti, exactly like the par­ 
ent plant, 


These young growths increase in 
size rapidly, sticking the moisture 
both from the parent plant and from 
the surrounding earth, 
The roots do 
not penetrate the soil deeply, but 
spread often over a circle whose 
radius is not less than ten feet. These 
roots, too, are small, but practically 
innumerable, and they get every bit 
of moisture and plant food to -be bad 
in the territory they cover.

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I “FLETGRERISM." 1

Malaria and Degeneration. 


A bold and interesting generaliza­ 
tion concerning the vast effects which 
malaria may have produced on the 
history of great and famous nations 
and peoples has recently appeared in 
England in the 
form of a book by 
W. H. S. Jones, supplemented with an 
introduction by Major Ronald Ross. 
It is suggested that the mosquito has 
been largely responsible for the de­ 
cline of certain nations, as, for in­ 
stance, Greece, in the character of 
whose people historians have record­ 
ed a great change during the fourth 
century before the /Christian era. Ma­ 
jor Ross's investigations suggest that 
malaria may have been introduced in­ 
to Greece at that time.

"Ma­ 
laria,” says Mr. Jones, ‘‘made the 
Greek weak and inefficient; it turn­ 
ed the sterner Roman into a blood­ 
thirsty brute—atra bills made its vic­ 
tims road.”

that nations, like individuals, should 
beware of mosquitoes.—Youth's Com­ 
panion.

tures ia the New York Coffee Ex- 
change have almost ceased. A year 
ago the daily sales were 50,000. 
There was a net decline in sales, 
mostly speculative, of 7,414,000 bags 
\ during tbe past twelve months as 


compared with the previous year. 


For all practical purposes it may 


be said that 
gambling in 
coffee 


prices lias ended for the time being, 
not only in New York but in 
Ham- 


burg, Germany, and Havre, France, 
where are the other principal ex- 
changes.

c-ianges, for traders are keen as ever, 
nor by legislation, for all measures 
proposed at the last session of the 
Xew York Legislature to end gam- 
bling ia food stuSs and stocks were 
defeated. 


Due to Brazil's Action. 


It is due solely to the remarkable 


experiment now being made by the 
Government of Brazil to control, for 
the benefit of her owa people, 
the 


surplus coffee supply of ttie world. 
Some merchants in the trade call the 
undertaking socialism, others char- 
acterize it as an example "of- financial 
paternalism, while speculators de- 
nounce it as a corner in the market, 
an 
unwarranted 
interference 
by 


government in private business. But 
those importers who are allied in. the 
valorization scheme, as it is called, 
declare that it is merely a form of 
protection for home industry, a re- 
versal in details of operation of our 
own protective tariff. 


Tae Brazilian experiment has bean 


in operation for a year and a naif, 
but only during the past few weeks 
has the full force of its operations 
beea felt in, the markets of the world. 
Slowly but steadily the transactions 
of speculators have been squeezed 
down; very surely has the range of 
fi-actations in prices been narrowed 
and steadied, until to-day 'the possi- 
bility of rise or fall has been reduced 
to such a small fraction that there 
is neither excitement nor profit in 
speculation. 


Nature smiled on Brazil in 1306 


in unprecedented plenty^ and the cof- 
fee crop for the year was nearly 
do'.ible the customary production. In 
the calendars of trade the coffee year 
extends from July 1 to June 30, so 
that officially this bumper crop is 
recorded as that of 1906-7. 


Ordinarily 
Brazil 
produces be- 


tween ten and eleven tailiicn of bags 
of coffee, or about two-thirds of the 
totr.l required for the world's con- 
sumption. She did that in the year 
previous and the year following the 
great yield that upset all calcula- 
tions by amounting to 29,000.000 
bags, or more than enough to supply 
all the world, without reckoning the 
output from other countries. 


Faced a Trade Disaster. 


To pour such a surplus into the 


channels of trace would have the cer- 
tain effect of lowering prices down 
to lowest ebb. 
Coffee growing is the 


principal industry of Brazil. 
It is 


the life of the country, the basis of 
all trade, the foundation of the na- 
tion's financial operations. 
Coifee 


prices more than cut ia half meant 
ruin for the planters and almost vi- 
tal embarrassment to the Govern- 
ment itself. 
In this emergency the 


Government resolved to embark Into 
commercial enterprise and 
become 


the dominant factor in ihe coffee 
trade of the world. 


The State of Sao Paulo produces 


by far the larger part of Brazilian 
coffee, and the financial operations 
have been conducted chiefly in the 
name of its Government, although 
backed by the Federal Government. 
It was resolved that the Government 
should bay from the planters their 
surplus coffee and hold it against 
possible future short crops and the 
increasing demand of the "world. This 
would prevent a glut of the market 
and a collapse in prices. The neces- 
sary legislation was enacted, and the 
Government, both State and Xation- 
al, borrowed money in the financial 
centres of the world to buy up the 
coffee. 


These loans were negotiated in 


two ways. 
One form was the or- 


dinary loan from bankers for which 
was pledged the export duties on 
coffee. 
This was done in the casa cf 


Slo, 000,000 advanced by the house 
of Rothschild. In other cases great 
mercantile houses interested in the 
coffee trade, such as Arbackla Broth- 
ers and Grossman & Sielcken, of Xew 
York, and similar firms in Hamburg 
and London, advanced 
funds with 


the coffee itself as security. 


All told, the Brazilian State and 


National 
Government 
obligated 


themselves for about $415,000,000, 
and they hold to-day, stored in ware- 
houses in Santos, Rio Janeiro, New 
York, Havre, Hamburg and other 
trade centres, nearly 8,000,000 bags 
of coffee, worth between $10 and 
Sll a hag. Thus the Government is 
in absolute control of the market. It 
not only saved a crop panic at home 
but 
obtained 
a 
power over 
the 


world's markets that up to date has 
been wielded only for good. 


Scarcely Any Fluctuation. 


The legislative enactments auth- 


orizing the valorization scheme fixed 


the maximum and minimum prices 
at which the coffee should be bought 
by the Government. 
The selling 


price is regulated by the open mar- 
ket demand. 
If it falls below, the 


Government declines to sell; if it 
rises higher than cost price, then the 
Government will sell in order to 
lighten its load. 


In face of these conditions no spec- 


ulator can do business, for there ia 
scarcely any fluctuation. During the 
year which closed on June 30 the 
extreme range of fluctuation on the 
New York Coffee Exchange for No. 
7 (a standard grade) was % of a 
cent, as against 2^& cents the prev- 
ioas year and twice as much in other 
years. The exchange has known cof- 
fee as low as 0^2 cents and as high 
as 21 cents a pound. To-day it rules 
steady and non-speculative close to 
6 cents. 


Of the vast amount of coffee which 


the Brazilian Government bought in 
during the winder of 1906-7 it has 
sold ver3' little. Last month ic put 
up at public auction about 300,000 
bags to establish an official price for 
its holdings. This was necessary in 
order to form a basis for the new ten 
year loan of $50,000,000 that is in 
preparation to take up all the orig- 
inal mercantile and banking opera- 
tions in connection with the coffee 
deal and furd them into a 
single 


Government loan. The export tax ia 
to be increased from 60 cents to $1 
per bag in order to provide an in- 
terest and sinking fund to wipe out 
the indebtedness. 


There is much' similarity between 


this coffee scheme and The demands 
of cotton growers in the Southern 
States of this country, who in recent 
years demanded that the Government 
help them carry their cotton. Like- 
wise Kansas farmers have made de^ 
mands that the Government issue 
money based on their wheat and 
corn. 
The action of the Brazilian 


Government would be analagous to 
the-United States Government pur- 
chasing the surplus wheat crop of 
America in some year of extraordin- 
ary yield to keep the price from fall- 
ing below some fixed figure, as 75 
cents, or even $1 a bushel.—The 
World.

They said they had made arrange­ 
ments with a priest for us to stay at 
a temple. After a ride of about three 
hours we arrived at the foot of a 
range of hills, and a good wray up 
saw the smaii temple where we were 
to stay that night. 
Our beds were 
soon made and arrangem ents made 
for dinner. 
The Chinese seem to 
have no scruples at all, as we slept 
close alongside the altar. This did not 
prevent the villagers from coming in 
the early m orning and burning their 
joss sticks to Buddha quite uncon­ 
cerned at our presence. 


At the first sign of dawn with our 
field glasses and rifles we descend­ 
ed to the valley.

GAMBLING ON THE COFFEE; 
EXCHANGE KILLED BY BRAZIL 


She Bought the Surplus Crop in a Bumper Year to Prevent 
a Trade Disaster and Controls the Market—Price Held 


So Steady Speculation is Idle—Nearly 8,000,- 
_ 


000 Bags of Coffee Held To-Day by 
the State Worth $10 to $11 a Bag. 


Transactions in options and fu­ 
tures in the New York Coffee Ex­ 
change have almost ceased. 
A year 
ago the daily sales 
were 
30,000. 
There was a net decline in sales, 
inostly speculative, of 7,414,000 bags 
during the past twelve months 
as 
compared with the previous year. 


For all practical purposes it may 
be said th at 
gambling 
in 
coffee 
prices has ended for the time being, 
not only in New York but in H am ­ 
burg, Germany, and Havre, France, 
where are the other principal ex­ 
changes. 


This has been brought about not 
by internal 
reform of 
coifee 
ex­ 
changes, for traders are keen as ever, 
nor by legislation, for all measures 
proposed at the last session of the 
New York Legislature to end gam­ 
bling in food stuffs and stocks were 
defeated. 


Due to Brazil’s Action. 


It Is due solely, to the rem arkable 
experiment now being made by the 
Government of Brazil to control, for 
the benefit of her own people, the 
surplus coffee supply of the world. 
Some m erchants in the trade call the 
undertaking socialism, others char­ 
acterize it as an example of- financial 
paternalism, while speculators 
de­ 
nounce it as a corner in the m arket, 
an 
unw arranted 
interference 
by 
government in private business. But 
those importers who are allied in the 
valorization scheme, as it is called, 
declare that it is merely a form of 
protection for home industry, a re­ 
versal in details of operation of our 
own protective tariff. 


The Brazilian experiment has been 
In operation for a year and a half, 
but only during the past few weeks 
has the full force of its operations 
been felt in the m arkets of the world. 
Slowly but steadily th e transactions 
of speculators have been squeezed 
down; very surely has the range of 
fluctations in prices been narrowed 
and steadied, until to-day‘the possi­ 
bility of rise or fall has been reduced 
to such a small fraction th at there 
is neither excitement nor jiroilt in 
speculation. 


Nature smiled on Brazil in 1906 
in unprecedented plenty^ and the cof­ 
fee crop for the year w*as nearly 
double the customary production. In 
the calendars of trade the coffee year 
extends from July X to June 30, so 
th at officially this bum per crop is 
recorded as that of 1906-7. 


Ordinarily 
Brazil 
produces 
be­ 
tween ten and eleven million of bags 
of coffee, or about two-thirds of the 
total required for the w orld’s con­ 
sumption. 
She did th at in the year 
previous and the year following the 
great yield th at 
upset all 
calcula­ 
tions by am ounting to 20,000,000 
bags, or more than enough to supply 
all the world, without reckoning the 
output from other countries, 
» 


Faced a Trade Disaster. 


To pour such a surplus into the 
channels of trade would have the cer­ 
tain effect of lowering prices down 
to lowest ebb. 
Coffee growing is the 
principal industry of Brazil. 
It is 
the life of the country, the basis of 
all trade, the foundation of the na­ 
tion's financial operations. 
Coffee 
prices more than cut in half m eant 
ruin for the planters and almost vi­ 
tal em barrassm ent to the Govern­ 
m ent itself. 
In this emergency the 
Government resolved to em bark into 
commercial enterprise and 
become 
the dom inant factor in the coffee 
trade of the world. 


The State of Sao Paulo produces 
by far the larger part of Brazilian 
coffee, and the financial operations 
have been conducted chiefly in the 
name of its Government, although 
backed by the Federal Government, 
It was resolved that the Government 
should buy from the planters their 
surplus coffee and hold it against 
possible future short crops and the 
increasing demand of th e ‘world. This 
would prevent a glut of the m arket 
and a collapse in prices. 
The neces­ 
sary legislation was enacted, and the 
Government, both State and Nation­ 
al, borrowed money in the financial 
centres of the world to buy up the 
coffee. 


These loans were negotiated in 
two ways, 
One form was the or­ 
dinary loan from bankers for which 
was pledged the export duties on 
coffee. 
This was done in the case of 
$15,000,000 advanced by the house 
of Rothschild, 
In other cases great 
mercantile houses interested in the 
coffee trade, such as Arbuckle B roth­ 
ers and Crossman & Sielcken, of New 
York, and similar firms in Ham burg 
and London, advanced 
funds 
with 
the coffee itself as security. 


All told, the Brazilian State and 
National 
Government 
obligated 
themselves for about $45,000,000, 
and they hold to-day, stored in w are­ 
houses in Santos, Rio Janeiro, New 
York, Havre, H am burg and 
other 
trade centres, nearly 8,000,000 bags 
of coffee, worth between $10 and 
$11 a bag. 
Thus the Government is 
in absolute control of the m arket, It 
not only saved a crop panic at home 
but 
obtained 
a 
power 
over 
the 
world’s m arkets that up to date has 
been wielded only for good. 


Scarcely Any Fluctuation. 


The legislative enactments au th ­ 
orizing the valorization scheme fixed 


the maximum and minimum prices 
at which the coffee should be bought 
by the Government, 
The selling 
price is regulated by the open m ar­ 
ket demand. 
If It falls below, the 
Government declines to sell; if 
it 
rises higher than cost price, then the 
Government will sell in order to 
lighten its load. 


In face of these conditions no spec­ 
ulator can do business, for there is 
scarcely any fluctuation. 
During the 
year which closed on June 30 the 
extreme range of fluctuation on the 
New York Coffee Exchange for No. 
7 (a standard grade) was % of a 
cent, as against 2 % cents the prev- 
lons year and twice as much in other 
years. 
The exchange has known cof­ 
fee as low as 3 % cents and as high 
as 21 cents a pound. 
To-day it r.ules 
steady and non-speculative close to 
6 cents. 


Of the vast am ount of coffee which' 
the Brazilian Government bought in 
during the winder of 1906-7 it has 
sold very little. 
Last month it put 
up at public auction about 300,000 
bags to establish an official price for 
its holdings. 
This was necessary in 
order to form a basis for the new ten 
year loan of $50,000,000 th at is in 
preparation to take up all the orig­ 
inal mercantile and banking opera­ 
tions in connection with the coffee 
deal and fund them into a 
single 
Government loan. 
The export tax is 
to be increased from 60 cents to $1 
per bag in order to provide an in­ 
terest and sinking fund to wipe out 
the indebtedness. 


There is much1 similarity between 
this coffee scheme and the demands 
of cotton growers in the Southern 
States of this country, who in recent 
years demanded that the G overnm ent 
help them carry their cotton. 
Like­ 
wise Kansas farmers have made de­ 
mands that the Government 
issue 
money based 
on their wheat 
and 
corn. 
The action of the Brazilian 
Government would be analagous to 
the -United States Government pur­ 
chasing the surplus wheat crop of 
America in some year of extraordin­ 
ary yield to keep the price from fall­ 
ing below some fixed figure, as 75 
cents, or even $1 a bushel.— The 
World.

about half the stems in a horizontal 
position, leaving only about four or 
five inches above ground.

crop.— American Cultivator. 


PINK RAMBLER ROSES. 


The crimson rambler has suddenly 
come into fashion abroad, and in all 
the recent accounts of functions in 
London one reads of its being em­ 
ployed as a decorative bloom. 
If has 
been a great favorite in this country 
for some- years, but the pink species 
is now beginning to rival it. 


In June and early July one sees it 
all through the suburbs, says Town 
and JCountry, and it has quite taken 
the place of the honeysuckle, the Vir­ 
ginia creeper and other climbers for 
summer house and trellis covering.

STRAWBERRY POINTERS. 


When you get strawberry plants 
don’t set them until you have pruned 
them by cutting the tip ends off the 
roots. 
Where thq roots are cut they 
will callous, and from this point the 
feeders will start, and when the feed­ 
ers start pumping moisture charged 
with plant food, the plant’s entire 
machinery is put into motion. 
When 
setting the plants spread the roots 
fan-shape, put them straight down 
into the soil, press the soil firmly 
against the roots, leaving the crown 
of the plant clear up above the sur­ 
face. 


Cultivate after each rain, just as 
soon as the soil will crumble. 
If it 
doesn’t rain cultivate every eight or 
ten days, and keep a dust blanket be­ 
tween the rows and all around the 
plants in the row.
